anti-trust 
laws. 
Since then much of 
this skit­ 
tishness 
has 
worn away. 
The 
country has taken 
to its 
bosom 
m any more huge corporations and 
has learned to 
like 
them. 
And 
now there is beginning to be heard 
a good deal of agitation 
for 
re­ 
peal of the anti-trust laws. 
Oddly 
enough, 
this 
agitation 
does not come from 
the 
giants. 
It is raised on behalf of the small­ 
e r fry. 
The argument goes some­ 
thing like this: 
America’s factories 
have been 
tuned up for large-scale 
produc­ 
tion. 
Competition 
is getting 
so 
fierce 
that only the 
giants 
can 
survive. 
Accordingly, 
manufac­ 
turers must form 
agreements to 
limit production, thereby keeping 
prices up; otherwise only the larg­ 
est corporations 
can 
remain in 
business. 
But such 
agreements 
would violate the anti-trust laws. 
Hence, in the interests of the na­ 
tion, the anti-trust laws must be 
repealed. 
It sounds logical enough. 
But ; 
there are two sides to it. 
All this agitation

mits that a large unit can make |

Willys and 
General Motors have made 
hun­ 
dreds of millions 
in 
profits. 
He 
knows that their 
factories 
pay 
excellent 
wages and 
that 
their 
salesrooms offer excellent automo­ 
biles at prices within his reach. 
It is hard to tell just w?hat the 
future is going to hold. 
It seems 
obvious that industry has not yet 
“settled down;” probably 
it will 
be a number of years before a sat­ 
isfactory solution has been work­ 
ed out. 
Meanwhile, the problem 
calls for earnest consideration by 
the best minds in the country. It 
m ay be that the anti-trust 
laws 
m ust be modified; on 
the 
other 
hand, it may be that we will see 
a continuing growth in the num­ 
ber and size of giant corporations. 
The 
big 
corporations 
have 
brought in most cases, low prices 
and high 
wages. 
One 
imagines 
th at the 
American 
public 
will 
w ant those two features retained, 
whatever the eventual outcome of 
the situation may be.
